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REMARKS 

The Applicants wish to thank the Examiner for thoroughly reviewing and considering the 
pending application. The Office Action dated May 19, 2005 has been received and carefully 
reviewed. Claims 1-27 are currently pending. Reexamination and reconsideration are 
respectfully requested. 

Initially, the Applicants would like to thank the Examiner for allowing claims 1-26. 

The Office Action rejected claim 27 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent No. 6,412,298 to Kang et al (hereinafter ''Kang""). The Applicants respectfully 
traverse this rejection. 

As required in Chapter 2131 of the M.P.E.P., in order to anticipate a claim under 35 
U.S.C. §102, "the reference must teach every element of the claim." The Applicants respectfully 
submit that Kang does not teach every element recited in claim 27. Thus, Kang cannot 
anticipate these claims. 

Claim 27 recites an air conditioner, comprising, among other features, an outdoor part for 
intaking outdoor air at "lower surfaces thereof." Kang does not disclose this. While Figure 2 of 
Kang does disclose an outer case 90 having air vent grills 92, the air vent grills 92 are not 
disposed in a lower surface of an outdoor part, as recited in claim 27. Accordingly, Kang does 
not disclose all the features of claim 27 and the Applicants request that the rejection be 
withdrawn.
